One special 
question is that of the 23,000 Japan¬ 
ese evacuated from the coast to in¬ 
land areas.- One half of these are 
Christian, two-thirds are Canadiar.- 
born and Canadian educated, many 
had comfortable homes of Canadian 
type.” The young men are not allowed 
to enlist, or be accepted at universi¬ 
ties and many are not fit for heavy 
manual labor. Their ministers have 
been allowed and-encouraged by the 
government, to migrate with them 
and in this way Christian congrega¬ 
tions are being held together.

RESERVE FOR RE 
CONSTRUCTION 

/'tNE of the proposals of the provincial legislature 
^ which will win general approval through the prov¬ 
ince is the move -to set aside one million dollam as re¬ 
serve for the period of post-war reconstruction. The 
impression is that this will be the nucleus of a fund 
which will be added to frojn year to year. 

This provision for the future might have come sooner. 
It might perhaps he greater than it is. But what ia of 
prime importance is the government recognition that 
responsibility for reaheorption of Alberta men in wage¬ 
earning capacity lies to some degree with the province. 
Almost any type of public works is handicapped at pres¬ 
ent through war priorities, and this hampers projects 


that might normally have gone forward. The obvious 
plan is to daisy what is not absolutely necessary, and 
set aside a fund so that work can commence immediate¬ 
ly when war demands cease. 

If other province# also set aside s reserve, and if 
municipal districts follow the same example, it will 
serve to smooth out any lag which might prevail in the 
switch from military to peace-time employment. 

Primarily it is the federal government which must 
evolva a plan for full employment on national scale. It 
la the senior government which must survey the whole 
field of war production with the object of turning war 
factories to peace-time goods. The national policy of 
public bond buying, compulsory saving and restriction 
on ordinary consumer goods, is s factor which will build 
up both buying power and need for post-war release. 
This Will be substantial contribution to continuing em¬ 
ployment The federal government doubtless has other 
plans to keep wheels moving so that the slump of the 
depressing thirties will not be repeated. 

The lerge scale planning is the duty and sole burden 
of the federal government, but each province must also 
be doing its planning on projects peculiarly suited to its 
own needs'. Released from the main burdens of carry¬ 
ing on the war, the provincial legislatures have time 
and funds to be devoted to plans for the post-war fu¬ 
ture. Manitoba has its own proposal in the way of rur¬ 
al electrification. Alberta, no doubt has specific plana 
for work waiting to be dime, and requiring man labor. 

For some years past there has been great anxiety in 
Alberta, because the government with the highest rev¬ 
enue in history has been making no obvious attempt to 
curb expenditures, reduce taxation or lay aside for the 
inevitable rainy day. The announcement that a million 
dollar reserve is to be set up brings reassurance and is 
generally commended.

AT the Wheat Pool meeting this week, one of the 
questions asked G. G. Coote, director, waa whether 
there was any likelihood of the wheat quota being 
raised this year above 14 bushels. In hia opinion there 
was no such prospect. Nor did he believe that any 
higher quota could be expected in the succeeding year. 

This situation in respect to wheat ia one that forces 
every farmer to give careful thought to his coming pro¬ 
gram of seeding. For those who can divert substantial 
acreage to coarse grains witK fair assurance of profit, 
the situation is not so difficult. But there are certain 
aieas of the province where it is regarded as waste of 
time, money anti seed to attempt to get a crop from 
anything but wheat. There have been repeated at¬ 
tempts to get a catch of crested wheat and such grasses 
without any satisfactory result, and similarly the sow¬ 
ing of oats and barley has not rewarded effort. Such

they could ship such grain out of the west next fall if 
it was grown in excess of western needs. There Is ap¬ 
parently no positive assurance that cars would be 
available to transport surplus grain to points where it 
might he in need, although there is assurance that the 
Wheat Board will give every consideration to providing 
such outlet within physical limitations. The scarcity of 
cars for such transportation is a main problem. 

There have been efforts at zoning the west in respect 
to ‘field crops. Some areas on an average produce a 
much higher quality of wheat than others, but their 
range of production of other crops is limited. Other 
parts of the country rarely grow No. 1 wheat but are 
much better adapted to mixed fanning.

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Red Cross Notes 


Since the outbreak of war over 
2,000,000 Red Crow food parcels have 
been shipped overseas to soldiers, sail* 
ors) airmen, merchant navy men and 
civilians imprisoned in Germany, o. 
cupied France,. Italy and Africa. The 
cost of this task is shared proportion¬ 
ately by Red Cross societies of Bri¬ 
tain, Canada and Australia. More 
than 400,000 signed acknowledge¬ 
ment cards have been returned to Can¬ 
ada. In addition, Red Cross delegates 
tour Axis prison camps every fwo 
weeks to check delivery and inspect 
conditions. No effort or expense is 
spared to make sure every prisoner is 
looked after. Another service of the 
Red Crqps is “capture” parcels. These 
are individually addressed as soon as 
notice of capture is cleared through 
the International Red ICross, and in¬ 
clude clothing and toilet articles. 

As soon as a Canadian serviceman 
is admitted to hospital anywhere in 
Britain, his name is given.to the Lon¬ 
don office of the Canadian Red Cross. 
This ensures direct and immediate 
contact and gifts of comforts. The 
same service is given hospitals in 
Canada. 

Millions of knitted comforts are 
given free to members of the R.C.N., 
the Active Army and the R.C.A.F. 
Cash grants are made to service men’s 
hostels. 

Civilians in many parts of the world 
benefit by the Red Cross. Civilians in 
prison camps; victims of bombing 
raids; transfusions for civilians has 
been given in Britain, Russia and Mal¬ 
ta. . _ 

Even in Canada medical attention is 
given under the Red Cross in outpost 
settlements. 

Canadian Red Cross disaster relief 
organizations have been set up on At¬ 
lantic and Pacific sea boards, ready 
for instant action in event of air raids. 
Emergency equipment is held in 
readiness. 

Released prisoners returning to 
Britain say that food parcels fdr pris¬ 
oners of "war represent the difference 
between life or death by slow starva¬ 
tion.

WARNING 

CANADA FACES A WOOD-FUEL FAMINE 
NEXT WINTER - 

ARE YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, doors, 
x\.and even flooring to keep warm in this winter’s sub-zero'weather? 

Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 
through? 

In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities . . . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted ... in some places the small supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now to meet the present emergency. 

Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the hill co-operation of everyone in affected com¬ 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 
will be adopted: 

1 A subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held to dealers’ account on that date. 

* 2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul¬ 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for Such supplies. 

3 The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer's 
cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 

of $1 per cord has been paid and which, are still in dealers'- 

hands as at May. 31, 1944. , 

4 Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment. 

5 Farmers now on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily v 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular’occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
tights of deferment of military service which such an occupa¬ 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should not, however, 
interfere with agricultural production. 

Municipal councils, farmers, fuel dealers, individual citizens, s«Mce dubs, 
and all other groups in communities where wood-fuel is burned, are urged 
to begin at once a rapid survey of their local situation, and to take imme¬ 
diate action to relieve the shortage.
